I am in need of parts for a early 60s model Bird 8221 termaline oil-filled 
load. Specifically, I need the rod which connects to the coaxial resistor 
and forms the center pin of the connector (mine is missing a few leafs in 
the portion which forms the receptacle center pin socket.) I'm also in need 
of an adapter which will adapt the input connector to a standard type N or 
type F connector. (I am not familiar with this type of connector as the 
socket appears similar to a SO0-259 but is about twice the size.) I have 
checked with Bird. They say they no longer stock parts for this model. If 
you have either of these items or further information on this unit, please 
drop me a line.

Jim, W8ZR, asked about removing pressure sensitive adhesives like that 
found in masking (and other) tape from old gear. 


The method least likely to damage the gear is to use some vegetable oil and 
lots of elbow grease. Clean the oil off afterward with soap and water or 
perhaps with rubbing alcohol. This may be the best method with tape that 
is quite old and has the adhesive hardened. 


With fresh tape, a solvent like kerosene will usually work (WD-40 is mainly 
Stoddard solvent, a form of highly refined kerosene). While this generally 
will not attack many paints, it is still a good idea to test it first on 
the underside or other inconspicuous spot. Remember it is flammable. 


Another solvent that works really great with glue residue is hexane. 
Unfortunately it is extremely flammable and it evaporates very quickly. It 
is not an aggressive solvent in that it little effect on most paints that 
have been cured. The only source I know offhand for this is the thinner 
sold for rubber cement. Because it evaporates so fast, it is easy to 
quickly fill a room with its vapors. So work outdoors.

I have similar problems when I'm using my SW-3 (National, 3 
tube regenerative receiver). It blocks completely on any 
transmitter in the shack, so it's a little hard to know when 
my transmitter and receiver are tuned to the same 

frequency. In the good old days, guys used a "monitor," 
actually a one tube regenerative receiver built into a 
shielded enclosure like a metal can with a tight lid. One 
could tune in his transmitter on the monitor and then listen 
for the monitor oscillator on his receiver. Since it was 
pretty tightly bottled up, the monitor signal wouldn't block 
the receiver. 


I don't have a monitor, so what I do is to tune in my 
transmitter on a better, more modern receiver like the 
NC-303 that's on the desk next to the SW-3 and then tune the 
SW-3 around while I listen for its oscillation in the '303. 
That might work for the Mk. 123 set as well.
